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Potsdam: Between 2400 and 0030 hrs. on the night of 13-14 July 1948, twenty- 
eigwri 50 mm. long-barrelled guns passed through Potsdam. They were drawn by 
caterpillar tractors, and twenty-eight ammunitionftransoorts accompanied them 
They went in the direction of Brandenburg-Magdeburg. Almost every day during* 
tne first half of July 1948, 150 mm. long-barrelled guns passed through Potsdam 

in battle order, completely camouflaged, in the same general direction of Branden- 
burg. 


Soldiers with black shmlder boards and., red piping were seen for the first time 
in Potsdam during July, They appeared at the beginning of the month. Their most
